Large numbers 
of them have adopted the 
skinhead look of boots and flight 
jackets, so much so that the 
German public now see the 
skinhead cult as little more than a 
modem day Hitler Youth. 

Large numbers of those labelled 
skinheads by the media though are 
nothing of the sort, and even those 
who do sport a crop and boots 
know little about the true origins 
of a cult they have chosen to 
bastardise. 

According to the German 
government’s Interior Ministry, 
there are only 2,500-3,000 
skinheads in Germany and of 
them only 250 are neo-nazis. Our 
own reports suggest that there are 
at least 10,000 who could be 
labelled as skinhead, and of them 


more than half support extreme 
right politics. 

There are a much smaller number 
of left-wing skinheads, particularly 
in Berlin, where virtual civil war is 
being fought over squatter 
buildings and the like. And in 
cities such as Bon, left-wing skins 
have sided with Turkish street 
gangs to fight neo-nazis. 

In other towns and cities, 
skinheads who are neither red or 
racist are being labelled as nazis 
because of their appearance. 
There has been little attempt by 
the German media to differentiate 
between the various factions within 
the skinhead community in much 
the same way the British tabloids 
treat the cult in the U.K.
